Yo u’v e heard abo ut a way to send telepho ne 
co nv ersatio ns o v er electric po wer lines, 
called “ po wer line carrier.” It’s just o ne o f 
the many way s the telepho ne co mpany 
plans to ex tend and impro v e telepho ne serv ­ 
ice to farmers. Here’s ho w it wo rks: 


A talking current fro m the telepho ne cen­ 
tral o ffice uses the same wire that carries 
current fo r po wer and lig ht. Near the farm­ 
ho use, a “ carrier co upler” takes the tele­ 
pho ne current o ff the po wder line, and stand­ 
ard telepho ne wires carry it to the ho use. 


The telepho ne itself is a mo dern handset 
instrument. It’s attached to a special equip- 
meat bo x that lo o ks like a small table radio . 


In many cases, po w er line carrier may pro v e 
mo re practical than building new’ telepho ne 
lines. In o ther cases, o ther metho ds may be 
mo re suitable—such as the use o f a new* ty pe 
steel wdre which takes fewer po les and has 
g reater resistance to sto rms. Telepho ne men 
are ex plo ring et ery means o f making farm
